There was no obstruction in the 
pathway of the machine anil the 
Democratic Executive Committee, 
which is controlled absolutely by 
Gov. Beckham, which was in session 
but a few minutes yesterday ufter- 
noon when it adopted a resolution 
calling a primary for November 6, 
election day, to nominate a candi- 
date foe United States Senator and 
candidates for State offices. The 
resolution, which was offered by 
W. A. ls?e. the member from the 
Seventh district. and seconded by Col. 
Biscoe Hindman, the member from 
Q he Fifth district, was adopted with- 
* njt a disenting vote, although Judge 
R. B. Bradley, the member from the 
Second district, refrained from vot- 
ing. It. was apparent to all that 
Gov. Beckham and the machine were 
in alxsolute control, and the action 
of the committee created no sur- 
prise. it having been predicted in 
The Herald several Weeks ago. 

During the day. however, there 
wen.* several surprises, the chief of 
which was the action of the Second 
Railroad district in postponing any 
action looking toward a nomination 
for Railroad Commissioner until 
after the State primary isheld. This 
was a decided victory for Represen- 
tative Thomas Drewry, of Louisville, 
who is a candidate for the nomina- 
tion. Mr. Drewry urged the com- 
mittee to call a convention and he 
was supported by his manager. Col. 
W. B. Haldeman, editor of the Lou- 
isville Times. While it is not posi- 
tively known what action the com- 
'*• mittee will take, it is generally lie- 
lived that a convention will be held 
in the early spring. 

Another surprise of the day, one 
that shocked the Louisville machine, 
was the announcement made by J. 
Morgan Chinn, of Mercer county, 
present Clerk of the Court of Ap- 
pealed, that he would be a candidate 
for Secretary of State. Until yes- 
terday Hubert Vreeland was the 
only announced candidate for this 
office and was thought to have the 
supisirt of the State administration. 
Now, however, it is the opinion of 
well posted politicians that Gov. 
Beckham has severed for good all 
relation with the Louisville organ- 
ization and will support the candi- 
dacy of Chinn. This is taken as an- 
other sign that the Louisville organ- 
ization will support Senate* Mc- 
Creary in his tight against Gov. 
Beckham.

— The j 
confession of Curtis Jett, of which 
rumors have been published for sev- 1 
eral days, was to-day given out by j 
Jetts attorneys for publication. It j 
is a remarkable story, giving, as it 
does, complete details of the murder . 
of James Cockril land theassassiation 
of James B. Marcum and throwing | 
some important light on the assasi- 
nation of Dr. B. D. Cox. 

Jett says he, John Smith and John I 
Abner killed James Cockrill; that I 
Robert Deaton went after Abner and J 
Smith to aid in the murder and that 
Elbert Hargis, Ed Callahan, Jesse 
Spencer and Bill Britton are the men | 
who formed the conspiracy. 

Starting out with these broad j 
statement he enters extensively into | 
details of the murder and under j 
skillful examination by Attorney j 
J. Stanley Webster, lays bare every 
I feature of the conspiracy and the j 
events before and after the murder. 

He then confessed to the murder 
of James B. Marcum, which, he says 
was at the instance of Hargis and | 
Ed Callahan, declaring that the pis- 
tol with which he did the shooting 1 
was furnished him by Callahan for , 
the purpose. He savs B. J. Ewen I 
told the truth about the killing. 

Jett's statement in regard to the! 
assassination of Dr. Cox is a little j 
less sensational than his associations I 
in regard to the other murders. He 
says he was at the jail and heard | 
three shots, after which the tele- 
phone rang. He went to the Alex 
Hargis house and asked what the 
shooting was. Jett continues the 
story in these words.

Ae relieves Alex Hargis of any com- 
plicity in the Cocokrill and Marcum 
murders, saying “he is in an inno- 
cent man.”

to-beaters until all the flesh is mashed 
and the bones thoroughly crashed. 
Place them in a double boiler and 
pour over them one quart of filtered 
cold water. Stir in even teaspoon 
ful of salt, fill the lower part of the 
double boiler with cold water, and 
set it where the water will boil. 
From time to time open the upper 
part of the double boiler where the 
chicken is. and stir it around. Add 
no more water to the chicken, but 
fill the lower part from time to time 
as the water boils away, always ad- 
ding boiling water after the water 
has begun to boil the first tifhe. Let 
the chicken cook at least six 
hours, then take it off and strain 
through a fine sieve into a boil. 
Set away to cool. When cold skim 
off the grease, which will raise to the 
top. Underneath you will find a 
clear hard jelly. This may be serv- 
ed cold, a teasepoonful at a time, 
chopped fine: or it may be warmed 
into a soup, a little at a time, for 
invalids. This recipe is invaluable 
for those very ill.

The pain and discomfort which or- 
dinarily arise from the operation in 
this instance are acutely aggravated 
and he is going through exactly the 
same process as if he had been vac- 
cinated on the arm. The patient 
cannot sleep and in consequence the 
eye is never at rest. The eye is ban- 
daged up and the doctor is forbid- 
den to read. When it is dark he 
walks abroad under the shade of the 
trees and away from the gas lamps. 

The accident occurred about six 
weeks ago, and it is the first of its 
kind in England, though it is said 
that such cases have happened in Ger- 
many, It is not likely that the eye 
of the unfortionate doctor will be 
impaired.

Role in ills Cheek Was Not a 
Bullet Wound, But a Slight 
Abrasion. 



Charles Young, a prominent young 
man of Fordsville, and a traveling 
salesman for a novelty house in 
L-fcjtville, was found dying last 
Thursday on the road near Baskett 
Station, Henderson county, on the 
Louisville, Henderson and St. Louis 
railroad, with a wound in his right 
cheek. 

The body was discovered by Vogel 
Day, a farmer, who was driving to 
the station in a wagon. The body 
was lying about half a mile from 
Haskett to the north side of the 
railroad tVack. Day found the man 
to be still alive and attempted to re- 
vive hint, but without success. The 
man never regained consciousness. 
The coroner of Henderson county 
was summoned and held an inquest 
over the body, the jury returning a 
verdict thHt the man came to his 
death from unknown causes. The 
coroner hud returned to Henderson 
when a wound was discovered upon 
HA heek of the dead man and he 
\s ns again summoned; but the sec. 
<>nd inquest brought out no new 
facts. 

Nothing was found about the 
body to indicate a suicide, and a re- 
port was given out that he hail been 
murdered. The remains were tak- 
en to Owensboro where Dr. W. F. 
Stirman made an examination of the 
Itody and said that the symptoms 
were of strong poison. The general 
belief is that the man committed 
suicide. 

The report was given out Thurs- 
day afternoon that the wound in 
Young’s cheek w s made by a bullet 
and the impression was that he wa- 
in ordered. An examination show- 
ed, however, that the wound was not 
by a bullet, hut probably by a fall. 

Young lived at Fordsville anti was 
held in the highest regard there.

of the country. —Boston “Adver- 
tiser.”

located and transfer to the Asylum- 
You will understand, however, it all 
depends upon Mr. Hrdey. That wor- 
thy must first be found, whether he 
be in French Lick Springs or Kala- 
mazoo. In the mean time the poor 
patient must wait in jail, unless rel- 
atives are able to employ guards. 
The time honored custom has been 
for the Sherff and some relative of 
the unfortunate, appointed by the 
court to accompany the person to 
the Asylum, exercising the most 
tenderness possible. Now. this 
must be done by a rank stranger, 
with no sympathy for the patien , 
which comes from acquaintance or 
ties of kinship. -Under this arrange- 
ment, it may often be a week until 
all this circumlocution can be ac- 
complished. In the mean time the 
father, mother, brother or sister of 
some one must stay in jail with com- 
mon criminals, unless guarded at the 
expense of relatives. 

A few days ago a prominent Phy- 
sician of this county, in company 
with a highly respected citizen. wi:o 
happened to be a Democrat, D-< k a 
patient to Hopkinsville to be con- 
fined in the Asylum. The person 
had been declared of unsound mind 
by a jury and the court had app tint- 
ed the Physican who had been giv- 
ing treatment and a gentleman who 
was a friend.

MEDICAL TEACHING FAULT. 

College Men Facing Serious Prob- 
lem in Widening of Knowledge 
on Former Puzzles. 

Advances in knowledge are so 
rapidly widening the medical 
! horizon that the construction ut 
a properly balanced curriculum 
is to those in charge of medical 
colleges a most serious problem, 
1 says American Medicine. In ad- 
dition, the professor in charge ol 
each branch finds ditliculty in 
i housing front flic almost ex- 
haust less material at his com- 
mand t list t which is of most value 
in the limited time at Ilia disposal. 
Largely because of this tlispurity 
bet w is-ii material and t lie t line for 
its presentation, eneli teacher con- 
cent rates his attention upon the 
points pertaining to his subject. 
This to a degree is eminently 
proper, but partly from necessity 
and partly from choice this con 
C( nt ratio; n is too often made t x- 
cessiVe. The head of each dejairt- 
meat attempts to make of the stu- 
dents under him sperialisis in 
tlnii hinm-li; at least if sm-li at- 
tempt tie not consciously made, 
tin' teaching imparted tends 
mightily in this dreetiun. As a 
consequence one or hot li of t w o re- 
sults is almost inevitable.

WERE TRAPPED IN A SEWER 

Befuge«* Narrowly Escape Being 
Drowned When in Flight from 
Prussians at Siege. 

We heard abpve us a dull, rum-

If a man with bushy hair and 
(minted goatee and tierce mus- 
tache should come along and. with 
a wave of his wand, cause a black- 
berry loish to produce white ber- 
ries; if lie took ii small, inijierfect j 
daisy and changed the plant into 
one that would yield large, beauti-j 
fill, showy flowers; if ho should! 
| change tlie perfume of a flower j 
and cause walnuts to grow With 
thin shells and white im-nts. in- 
stead of thick shells and brown 
meats -wouldn't you call such a 
man a wizard? 

But Mr. Luther Burbank, who 
has done all this and many tilings 
still more wonderful, carries no 
magi' wand. If you should see 
him some day working at his von- 
ders yon would call him a pluitij 
gardener. If you should ask him 
about his plants and flowers lie 
1 might tell you that he lias only- 
helped to give nature a chance to 
do some of the things she likes to 
do. lie would say there is a great . 
deal of hard work and patience 
and trying in all he does, but really 
no magic. 

We have all noticed how a cer- 
tain plant or tree gives us every 
year the same kind of fruit. A tree
